Supreme Court Rules They 
Can’t Be Ousted Sum- 
marily by Board. 


ECHO OF LAST ELECTION 


Fundamental Principle of Jus- 
tice Attacked by Such Pro- 
cedure, It Is Held, 


The action of Chairman Maroney of 
the Board of Election Commissiones in 
removing, witheut last spring 
judges and clerks of election in various 
wards of the city, was without warrant 
law, accerding to an opinion handed 
down by the Supreme Court at Jeffer- 
son City Tuesday. 

The particular cases under considera- 
tion were those of A. Masconi, a judge 
of election In the Fifth Ward; A. J. Mil- 
ler, judge in the Third Ward, and a 
number of judges and clerks in the 
Fourth Ward 


Disloyaity Charge. 
were charged with 
lovalty by the regular Democratic 
ganization and the election board 
asked to remove them. 

No notice that this action was to be 
taken was sent to the election officials 
in question. This was essential in or- 
der to make the proceedings legal, the 
Supreme Court holds. 

A temporary writ of prohibition was 
secured from the Supreme Court 
March 23, 195, and this order now 
made permanent. 

In his opinion Judge Fox says: 


Right to Hearing. 
“In this proceeding we are dealing 
with a grave and mest important legai 
principle; the right to be heard in an 


investigation upon charges affecting not 
On.y good citizenship, but as well the 
title to official position with its emol- 
uments and privileges. The fact that 
the successful operation of a law under 
certain circumstances may be some- 
whot retarded, furnishes no sufficient 
reason for ignoring fundamental prin- 
ciples of right and justice which the 
citizen has the right to invoke in the 
preservation of his person, good name 
or estate.”

EKATERINOSLAF, Russia, Oct. 25.—Bloody eonflicts oe- 
curred here today between the troops and demonstrators.

Numbers were killed or wounded in both 
instances by the volleys fired by the soldiers. 

The demostrators near the Municipal Buildings refused to dis- 
perse when ordered and erected barricades,

students were injured. 

Anarchy prevails at Riga, Russia. Conflicts are frequent, many.
